Phone Progress 


New evidence of America's pre 


eminence in the telephone field is 
afforded by a compilation of tele 
phone statistics of the world, which 
has just been published. The task 
of obtaining accurate information 
from remote countries has taken 
many months and the figures, there- 
fore, reflect conditions as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1925. 


The fiftieth anniversary of the 


invention of the telephone finds the 
United Sta'tes still undisputed leader 
of the world's telephone progress. 
There are in this country 62 per 
cent of all telephones in the world, 
or one telephone for every seven 
persons. With ten times as many 
telephones in proportion to popula- 
tion as the rest of the world, and 
with 191 telephone conversations per 
person in a single year, the United 
States maintains here telephone lead- 
ership, which began half a century

AUTO LICENSE PLATES 


WILL BE DARK MAROON 


Auto license plates for California 


next year will be of a dark maroon 
color with buff letters and numerals, 
according to a report from the divi- 
sion of motor vehicles reaching the 
Auto Club of Southern California. 


All motor vehicles with the ex- 


ception of solid tired trucks will 
bear these plates, it is stated. The 
trucks will carry plates reversing 
this year's colors of white and red 
so that the background will be red 
and the figures white. 


No change will be made in the 


size of plates, 14 by 5 inches, but 
the arrangement of letters and num- 
erals will be drastically changed. 
To enhance their advertising value 
on cars touring the east, the name 
California will be spelled out instead 
of being abbreviated and the figures 
will be reduced slightly to permit 
seven numerals on each plate, thus 
eliminating the prefixes, A, B, C, 
etc., uses! this year to designate num- 
bers above 999,999. 
This year's 


plate numbered G-75,000, for exam- 
ple, will be 1,«75,000 in 1927.

Claims of a score of old miners 


that a million or more dollars worth 
of gold yet remains in the sand and 
gravel beds in San Gabriel canyon, 
where the county flood control offi- 
cials propose to build, a dam, were 
•being investigated this week by an 
expert mining engineer. 


County Counsel Roy Dowds, who 


has handled legal matters for the 
floo 1 control district, announced 
that J. C. Steele, noted metallurgist 
has been retained at a wage of $2a 
a day to make a 60-day survey of 
the canyon and to determine whether 
or not there was any great quantity 
of gold left there. 


According to- Dowds, a group of 


old-time miners have made a small 
living for years, panning the sands 
of the 'canyon, and occasionally do 
ing a little placer work. 
These 


miners, who own about ten claims, 
are said to be the last objectors to 
the proposed site of the dam. They 
claim, it is said, that there is up- 
ward of a million dollars' worth oi 
gold yet buried along the canyon 
floor, and that in addition to wreck 
ing 
their 
personal 
business the

This is what Shipkey claims for 


it: 
The lemon-orange, like the 


lemon, will grow the year around 
and is not limited to seasons. The 
hardiness of the orange is possessed 
and it will hang on the limbs of the 
trees, not dropping to the ground as 
do the lemons. The pulp resembles 
an orange in taste.

lemon. 


Several bunches of the fruit were 


on display at the First National 
Bank of Santa Ana recently, and 
they were inspected by many per- 
sons. 


Shipkey intends to plant ten acres 


to lemon-oranges. The tree that has 
been used for the experiments is on 
Shipkey's ranch, located on Mag- 
nolia street, north of the intersec- 
tion with the Lincoln highway. 


Buds from the trees are being cut 


for nurserymen of the county who, 
with the citrus farmers, are watch- 
ing with interest the developments. 
Shipkey says that the day is not far 
distant when all orchards planted 
to citrus fruit will be of lemon-or- 
anges. 


In appearance the lemon-orange 


has the color of the orange with the 
elongated shape of the lemon.
